Our American Charge d’Affaires having died a 
short time before our arrival, we were indebted to 
the English embassy at the court of Denmark, 
the Hon. Mr. Brown, for very important assist- 
ance in this case, which it becomes us gratefully 
to acknowledge. 
Future Prospects. 

Although many of the laws in Denmark are so 
intolerant in their character, and the spirit of per- 
secution, especially on the part of the clergy, is 
still so active and bitter, there is yet much to en- 
courage the hope, that more liberal sentiments 
are there gaining strength, and that the final re- 


umph for the cause of christian toleration. ‘The 
king and queen are considered as_ personally 
friendly to the Baptists. Many individuals in 
publie stations—even some clergymen in the es- 
tablishment—have declared in their favor, that 


is, so far as regards the question whether they 


should be tolerated or not; this is advocated in 
some of the public journals ; pamphlets are writ- 
ten and published in their defgnce, and as before 
remarked, the popular feeling is beginning to be 
enlisted in their behalf. They may be destined, 
they probably are, to yet further trials and suffer- 
ings; but whether we consider the agencies here 
at work, or the history of similar struggles else- 
where, we need not despair of their success. In 
the meanwhile, till this issue be attained, the po- 
sition of our brethren here, and in Germany also, 
is full of the greatest moral interest ; they are the 
representatives of a psinciple most dear to the 
hearts of all true christians: they are sufferers 
for rights, in defence of which men have earned 
their strongest claims to the respect and venera- 
tion of mankind, and they ought assuredly, in 
their struggles to receive the sympathies ef all, 
under whatever name they are known, who wish 
well to the cause of christian truth and freedom.

Another has been 
known to expend $147,000 upon a single festi- 
val, and $48,000 a year, ever afterwafds, to the 
close of his life!

Wuat we Neep.—In order to sustain the Pu 
lication Society, and give it its proper measure of 
influence, we need the cordial codperation of all 
our ministering brethren, and all the members of 
ourehurches. Ifeach one felt that the Society | 
was his own, ipa he was deeply interested in its 
prosperity, and would share in the disgrace of its | 
failure, how ready each one would be to do what. 
he could to sustain it, and how frequent, and how | 
fervent would be his prayers for its success. If, 
each one thus felt and acted, the burden on each | 
would be light, and the success of the enterprise 
might be considered certain. 

It is to be lamented that such a feeling is not, 
generalinthedenomination. The great body of our | 
denomination do not seem to realize that any part | 
of the work belongs to them, and they therefore 
do nothing, and probably pray as little for its suc- | 
cess. It is nothing to them that there are scores | 
of thousands of young Christians who need to be | 
taught to observe all things that Christ has com- 
manded, and who have no opportunity of pastoral 
instruction, but are dependent almost exclusively | 
on books. It is nothing to them that hundreds of | 
thousands even in our own land, are destitute of | 
most of the means of grace, and are earnestly de- | 
sirous to receive at our hands such instruction as | 
a Publication Society can alone adequately fur- | 
nish. It is nothing to them that errorists of eve. | 
ry name are busy sowing in the midst of these | 
multitudes the tares of these various heresies and | 
delusions. ‘These things move them not, because | 
they do not feel that they have any thing to do| 
to instruct the young and ignorant, or to counter- | 
act the influence of vice and error. On this ac- 
count alone is our Society inefficient in its opera- 
tions. Let all feel, and act as they should, and 
as they would if it was their own enterprise, and 
the circumstances of our Society would very soon! 
be changed. Our presses would be busy, our 
agents at work over the land, and the truth would 
flow on in a broad, deep stream, bearing away ev- 
ery obstacle in its progress and securing the tri- 
umph of the cross over the hearts of multitudes of 
our fellow-men. 

Ought we not then to have the hearty codpera- 
tion of all who love the truth in the work in which, 
we are engaged? As, however, all do not codp> 
erate, we need an enlarged liberality from those 
who know our necessities, and the importance of 
our enterprise. There are brethren who under- 
stand the subject, and who have done something 
already to carry on the wogk. Theseshould now 
feel that they have not done all that is required 
of them, but while the ignorant need instruction, 
and they have the means to furnish it to them, 
they should contribute much more largely until 
the work is done. We need a large amount of 
money, and we ought to have at once about $20,- 
000. We could use it judiciously and profitably 
if it was now in our treasury, and why may it not 
be there in a few weeks? Are there not 100 
brethren or churches, who will give us at once 
$200 each ? or 200 who will give us $)00 each ? 
or 400 who will give us $50 each ?. or 1000 who 
will give us $20 each ?

vention of Baptists was held at Cincinnati, Oct. 
25th, 26th, and 27th, for the purpose of taking 
into consideration the expediency of forming a 
Western Baptist Indian Mission Association.— 


The subject was discussed pro and con, and it was 


resolved to establish such an organization ; sixty 
five brethren voting in favor of the resolution, and 
none against it. A committee was then appoint- 
ed to draft a Constitution for the “ American In- 
dian Mission Association.” ‘This committee sub- 
sequently reported the form of a Constitution, 
which was adopted. The Board was located at 
Louisville; Rev. Dr. Lynd, of Cincinnati, ap- 
pointed President, and Rev. Mr. McCoy, Corres. 
ponding Secretary and Agent. After the point 
of location of the Board was decided, a commit- 
tee was appointed to write a fraternal letter to 
the Foreign Mission Board, advising them of the 
formation of the Association, and requesting ¢or- 
respondence respecting future proceedings. If!

Dear Ststers,—It is our privilege to inform you of the 
safe arrival of a box sent by you to the Shawanoe Mission 
School, (the half of which we received, our schoo? accord. 
ing to the report of the Board being connected with that 
station,) the schedule of which bears date May 13:h, 1842. 
It was shipped from Boston with our purchased supplies 
whieh were so long on their way that we had almost given 
them up for lost; but its reception Sept. 30th, was quite 
timely, it being the first we have received this season, 

The next morning a little destituce boy, five years old, 
was brought to us by our brother Johnycake, a distant rel. 
ative of his, and we were able to receive and clothe him 
from your donation. ‘The recollection that it was from 
those who had shared the labors of my once loved pastor, 
some of whom were doubtless, like myself, his spiritual} 
children, suggested for him the name ef Gustavus Fellowes | 


of our just dues, in order that we may successful- 
ly prosecute our business, and meet our liabilities. 


Davis, and I trust this will secure for him a special inter- 
est in your sympathies and prayers, that, like him whose 
name he bears, he may become a bright and shining light 
in the church below, or at least one of that multitude that 
no man can number, redeemed from every kindred, and 
nation, and tongue, under heaven. And now, dear sis- 
ters, allow me to say, you can have but little conception of 
the encouragement it affords, amid our trying labors, to 
receive anything intended by the donors for Indian schools, 
for we trust their prayers will ascend with their alms, and 
bring down spiritual blessings upon those whose condition 
has awakened their sympathies. 

Our school is necessarily small, from the scantiness of 
our means—our present number is 12. We sometimes 
are ready to faint at the prospect of toiling so hard to so 
little purpose. But we trust it has not been altogether in 
vain. We have been permitted to rejoice over some of 
our pupils as hopeful converts. One of them, and another 
individual, has been baptized since the last report of the 
Board. But the influence of our school 1s not confined to 
the children taught,—it is the means of bringing under the

There seems a cruelty in shutting 
them out of the blessipgs of education and refine- 
ment, and dooming them to ignorance, degrada- 
tion, and poverty, ang then drawing amusement 
from turning into ridicule the necessary result of 
such exclusion from the privileges of the higher 
classes. “This double injustice of withholding 
knowledge and good manners, and then making 
sport of ignorance and clownishness, has been so 
long pursued, that some of its natural consequen- 
ces are fast developing.” ‘The outcast and de- 
graded must have their sources of merriment.— 
‘hey cannot amuse themselves over the spark. 
ling wit of a novel, but they can enlighten the 
land with the burning hayricks of the lords of the 
soil. They cannot afford to visit Covent Garden
